forequarters w ill autom atically drop to a figure low 
enough to induce people to buy because of cheapness. 


E ven though certain cuts sell for relatively high 
prices, ether cuts, due to lack of dem and, sell so low that 
our profit from all sources over a period of five years 
averaged only a fraction of a cent a pound. 


It is com petition betw een consum ers for the choice 
cuts that keeps prices for those cuts relatively high; an 
equalizing dem and for all parts of the carcass w ould 
benefit producer, packer, retailer and consum er. 


Our average w holesale selling price of all products 
has fallen about 40 per cent since Septem ber 1920.

By WILLIAM .JENNINGS BB YAN 
Copyright 1921 by United Press 
Washington, Nov. 30— Tile agree­ 
ment reached by the nine powers to 
give up postal privileges in China 
vv i 11 greatly delight the Chinese peo­ 
ple and and greatly encourage the 
government at Pekin.

it lias been a real injury

home government. China 
had 
had 
competitors in a matter 
which 
in 
other countries is the

The agreement to withdraw' these 
privileges is in harmony with 
the 
spirit of the conference: it is addi­ 
tional proof that tile keynote struck 
by Secretary Hughes on 
the 
first 
day of the session is to run through 
the entire proceedings. While China 
is semiring numerous concessions, it 
must be remembered that Hie had a 
large number of grievances. 
One of tile most obnoxious 
limi­ 
tations against which she protests is 
the restriction placed upon her cus­ 
tom duties. One of her early treaties 
restrains her from levying a tariff of 
more than five percent on 
imports. 
Of course she never entered into any 
sin*h treaty voluntarily—no 
nation 
would of lier own volition make any 
s u c h surrender of her taxing power. 
As soon as this treaty was published 
all the other 
nations, 
great 
and 
small claimed the same privilege un­ 
der tile “most favored clause”. 
If the spirit thus fa r manifested 
continues to dominate the 
confer­ 
ence there will lie a modification of 
this restriction. In fact, China may 
expect a removal of all discrimina­ 
tions that interfere with her legimi- 
tate aspirations. 
The question of land 
armament 
seems to be in a state of suspend 
od animation. It awaits news 
from 
Germany or the 
announcement 
some form of assurance which 
wil 
allay the fears of France. 
The association of 
nations 
plan 
grows 
apace. Ex-Senator 
Suthei 
land, who is close to tile American 
delegation explains that the form o 
cooperation favored is not in line 
with the covenant of the League o 
Nations. It 
does* not 
contemplate 
the exercise of force; the finding, ii 
such there be, will not be binding on 
the nations. Its influence 
will

morale rather 
than 
physical. 
It- 
worth will be measured by the ex­ 
tent to which the conference gener­ 
ates the worlds disposition towards 
peace 
mentioned 
bv 
Secretarv 
Hughes. 
The treaties 
negotiated 
by 
the 
United States with 
thirty 
nation 
were built upon the same plan. They 
provided for the investigation of all 
questions of every kind and char­ 
acter that defied diplomatic 
settle 
ment and they nledged the nations to 
a years time for investigation 
and 
report. But they expressly reserve* 
to the contracting parties the right 
of indejxmdent action ut 
the 
con­ 
clusion of the investigation. This re 
serration of independent action was 
omitted from the covenant 
of 
the 
League of Nations. Article IO, which 
was substituted for this reservation 
was largely responsible for the op 
position to the covenant. 
President Harding could hardly be 
expected to propose a plan contain­ 
ing any provision resembling Article 
IO, but he can, with entire 
consis­ 
tency, offer a plan in harmony with 
the thirty treaties because the Sen­ 
a t e 
unanimously 
endorsed 
these 
treaties.

A few months ago a 


newspaper man visited 
ene of the wholesale mar- 
kets of Swift & Company. 
He wanted to see a re- 
tailer buy a short loin of 
beef and then watch the 
retailer sell the porter- 
house and sirloin steaks 
from it over his counter. 
He thought this would 
make a good story. 


The head of the market 


took the reporter into 
the "cooler" where he 
showed him a high class 
side of beef. With 
a 


wooden skewer he marked 
off the short loin and 
said, "That is only 8 per 
cent of the weight of the 
whole side and it is selling 
for four times as much 
as this piece (and 
he 


marked off the "«huck,* 
which is about one-fourth 
of the side of beef)." 


The wide variation in the wholesale price of various 


cuts from the same side of beef is caused largely by 
demand for the so-called choicer cuts. The others are, of 
course, just as wholesome. 


It seems as though more people than ever are 


demanding choicer cuts, and their demand sets the price 
If few people ask for the forequarter cuts, the price of 
forequarters will automatically drop to a figure low 
enough to induce people to buy because of cheapness. 


Even though certain cuts sell for relatively high 


prices, other cuts, due to lack of demand, sell so low that 
our profit from all sources over a period of five years 
averaged only a fraction of a cent a pound. 


It is competition between consumers for the choice 


cuts that keeps prices for those' cuts relatively high; an 
equalizing demand for all parts of the carcass would 
Jjenefit producer, packer, retailer and consumer. 


Our average wholesale selling price of all products 


has fallen about 40 per cent since September 1920.

ment reached by the nine powers to 
give up postal privileges in China 
will greatly delight the Chinese peo- 
ple and tind greatly encourage the 
government at Pekin. 


The presence 
of the post office 


conducted hy foreign governments 
has been more t'han a mortification; 
it has been a, real injury 
to 
the 


home government. China had 
had 


competitors in a matter 
which 
in 


other countries is the government 
monopoly. 


II 
The agreement to -withdraw these 


privileges is in harmony with 
the 


spirit of the conference; it is addi- 
tional proof that the keynote struck 
by Secretary Hughes on the 
first 


day of the session is to run through 
the entire proceedings. While China 
is securing numerous concessions, it 
must be remembered that she had a 
large number of grievances. 


One of the most obnoxious 
limi- 


tations against which she protests is 
the restriction placed upon her cus- 
tom duties. One of her early treaties 
restrains her from levying a tariff of 
more than five percent on imports. 
Of course she never entered into any 
such treaty voluntarily—no nation 
would of her own volition njake any 
sudi surrender of 'her taxing power. 
As soon as this treaty was published 
all the other nations, great and 
small claimed the same privilege Tin- 
der the "most favored clause". 


If the spirit thus far manifested 


continues to dominate the 
confer- 


ence there will be 'a modification of 
this restriction. In fact, China may 
expect, a removal of all discrimina- 
tions that interfere with her legimi- 
tate aspirations. 


The question of land armaments 


seems to be in a state of suspend- 
ed animation. It awaits news from 
Germany or the 
announcement of 


some form of assurance which will 
albvy tie fears of France. 


The -association of nations plan 


grows apace. Ex-Senator 
Suther- 


land, who is close to the American 
delegation explains that the form of 
cooperation favored is not in line 
with the covenant of the League of 
Nations. It 
does- not contemplate 


the exercise of force; the finding, if 
such there be, will not be binding on 
the nations. Its influence 
will be 


morale rather 
than physfoal. 
Its 


worth will be measured by the ex- 
tent to which the conference gener- 
ates the worlds disposition towards 
peace 
mentioned 
by 
Secretary 


Hughes. 


The treaties 
negotiated by the 


United States with thirty 
nations 


were built upon the same plan. They 
provided for the investigation of all 
questions of every kind and -char- 
acter that defied diplomatic settle- 
ment and they pledged the nations to 
a years time for investigation and 


I report. But they expressly reserved 
' to the contracting parties the right 
of independent -action at 
the con- 


clusion of the investigation. This re- 
servation of independent action was 
omitted from the covenant of the 
League of Nations, Article 10, which 
' was substituted for this reservation 
was largely responsible for the op- 
position to the covenant.
